survey Canada’s 
population was estimated 
at 33,739,900 on July 1, its 
142nd birthday. 

Statistics Canada says 
the countiy’s population 
grew by 121,200, or 0.36 
per cent, in the second 
quarter. All four provinces 
in Western Canada record¬ 
ed higher demographic 
growth than the national 
average from April to 
June, with Alberta 
growing the fastest at 0.59 
per cent. 

The agency attributes 
the nationwide increase 
mainly to net internation¬ 
al migration, which 
totalled 84,800 — that’s 
the second-highest figure 
for a second quarter since 
1972. StatsCan estimated 
the number of births at 
96,200 — the largest num¬ 
ber of second-quarter 
births since 1996 and 
1,600 more than in the 
second quarter of 2008.

At least 246 dead in Philippines 


Flood victims trudged 
through ankle-deep 
sludge to crowded relief 
centres in the Philippines, 
as the death toll rose to 
246 from water that inun¬ 
dated the homes of nearly 
two million people. 

Tropical Storm Ketsana 
brought the worst flooding 
to the Southeast Asian 
country in four decades, 
chasing some victims to 
their rooftops to escape the 
rising water and sweeping 
others down raging rivers. 

The storm struck Satur¬ 
day in Manila, one of the 
world’s largest cities with 
about 12 million people, 
and dumped more than a 
month’s worth of rain in 
just 12 hours. Flooding was 
worst around the Pasig Riv¬ 
er that cuts through the 
capital, including wealthy 
suburbs and shanty towns. 

The presidential palace 
was opened as a relief cen¬ 
tre, and President Gloria 
Macapagal Arroyo’s execu-

Ketsana strengthened 
and crashed into central 
Vietnam yesterday, killing 
at least 41 people who 
drowned, were caught in 
mudslides or hit by falling 
trees, officials said. Some 
170,000 people were evacu¬ 
ated. 

“The rivers are rising, and 
many homes are flooded, 
and several mountainous 
districts have been isolated 
by mudslides,” said Nguyen 
Minh Tuan, a provincial dis¬ 
aster official in Vietnam.

Blaze destroys upscale home 


fire A lavish south-side 
home was reduced to 
smouldering rubble yester¬ 
day, after an early-morning 
fire destroyed it and its 
multimillion-dollar con¬ 
tents. 

The owner of the Blaclc- 
mud Creek home at 107 
Street and 5 Avenue SW 
was awoken by the sound 
of breaking glass just be¬ 
fore 5 a.m., fire investiga¬ 


tors said. 

The man and his dog 
rushed to a neighbour’s 
home as flames engulfed 
the 11,000-square-foot 
structure. 

Fire crews were still 
dousing smouldering hot 
spots at 11 a.m. yesterday, 
and investigators re¬ 
mained on scene most of 
the day. Damages are 
pegged at $6 million. The 


home reportedly con¬ 
tained a number of mil- 
lion-dollar pieces of art 
and a priceless wine cellar. 

Investigators haven’t de¬ 
termined how the blaze 
began, though preliminary 
reports suggest it may 
have begun in the ravine 
below and spread to the 
property.

The pair were found dead 
in a north-end home 
Sunday afternoon. Police 
were called after the man’s 
common-law wife knew he 
was at home, but couldn’t 
reach him on the phone. 

Though the cause of 
death has been 
determined, police and the 
medical examiner’s office 
will not be releasing it pub¬ 
licly. 

Out of respect for the 
family’s wishes and to pro¬ 
tect children in the case, 
the victims’ names will not 
be released.

MvsM comes up short 

Gary Coleman flick ranges from awful to awkward

If anyone ever thought 
that Gary Coleman, the 
diminutive star of TV’s Dif¬ 
ferent Strokes, somehow 
got the “shaft” in life then 
you are right — and in 
more ways than one. 

A revealing scene from 
his new movie Midgets vs. 
Mascots, playing tonight at 
Empire City Centre 9 as 
part of the 23rd Edmonton 
International Film Festival, 
tells the untold story. In a 
shower sequence involving 
the titular midgets and 
mascots, a fight breaks 
out, Coleman’s towel flaps 
open and you can catch a 
momentary glimpse of his, 
uh, respectably sized mem¬ 
ber. That constitutes about 
the only interesting se¬ 
quence in the film. No, it 
isn’t worth the price of ad¬ 
mission. 

It seems fairly obvious 
that the plot of Midgets vs. 
Mascots, such as it is, was 
derived more from the ab¬ 
surdity of the title (com¬ 
plete with catchy allitera-

tion) than it was from any¬ 
thing resembling an origi¬ 
nal idea. Competing for 
their late father’s fortune, 
a brother and sister each 
must select a team of five 
little people and five mas¬ 
cots who themselves com¬ 
pete for a grand prize of $1 
million — whichever sib¬ 
ling’s team wins gets dad¬ 
dy’s estate. 

The rationale matters 
less than awkwardly 
staged sequences that 
place the foul-mouthed lit¬ 
tle people and costumed- 
types out in the general 
public. A restaurant se¬ 
quence is particularly 
heinous because it de¬ 
pends more on vulgarity 
than anything truly funny 
— despite the film’s 
billing, Borat this ain’t. 

I am, however, ashamed 
to admit that I laughed 
once during MvsM. No, 
your one laugh is not 
worth the price of admis¬ 


sion either. 

Assuming you last long 
enough to see them before 
walking out of the theatre, 
the film also features 
cameos by the Hedgehog 
Ron Jeremy, Jason Mewes 
and basketball great Scot- 
tie Pippen which is sooo 
hilarious because, like, 
he’s so tall compared to all 
the midgets. 

By the way, can I say 
“midgets” without sound¬ 
ing like an insensitive 
douchebag? I mean, it’s in 
the title. Deep thoughts to 
be sure. You have to feel 
somewhat empathetic to¬ 
wards Coleman, who truly 
does seem put out by the 
proceedings. Apparently, 
his involvement in the 
flick almost ruined his 
marriage. 

That fact could be a pub¬ 
licity stunt, of course, but I 
am inclined to believe it’s 
true. 

The film doesn’t make 
you believe anyone in¬ 
volved is clever enough to 
concoct such a scheme.

Harper must be cautious about election: Pollster 


This week's images of 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper riding the prow of 
a locomotive in Saint John, 
N.B., flanked by two gain¬ 
fully employed rail work¬ 
ers, said it all about his 
government's current for¬ 
tunes. 

The Conservatives are 
rolling right along with 
their political agenda and 
message of economic re¬ 
covery. 

The opposition Liberals 
seem to have gone off the 
rails, at least for now. 

The situation is tantaliz¬ 
ing to some Conservatives, 
who as one party source 
put it are “always looking 
for opportunities” to ele¬ 
gantly orchestrate the de¬ 


mise of the Liberals. 

Pollster Doug Anderson 
says his research shows 
that's a dangerous game. 

“The greatest signifi¬ 
cance you could project 
from this is, if you're going 
to be the party that causes 
an election — or if you re¬ 
ally want one to happen — 
you don't want to suffer 
the blame,” said Anderson, 
vice-president at Harris- 
Decima. 

“So if the government 
wants one to happen, they 
have to be veiy delicate in 
how they make it happen.” 

Former Harper adviser 
Tom Flanagan, author of 
the book Harper's Team: 
Behind the Scenes in the 
Conservative Rise to Power 


agrees that triggering an 
election would most likely 
backfire on the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

“Good government is 
good politics,” Flanagan ar¬ 
gues. 

At least for now, Conser¬ 
vative tacticians are of the 
same view: Keeping their 
powder dry is the best

Ontario files suit against Big Tobacco 


courts Ontario filed a $ 50- 
billion lawsuit yesterday 
against a group of tobacco 
companies over the 
health-care costs tied to 
smoking. 

The suit, which had 
been planned under legis¬ 
lation introduced in 
March, claims damages 


for past and ongoing 
health-care costs. 

The province claims to¬ 
bacco-related costs cur¬ 
rently total more than 
$1.6 billion per year in 
Ontario and that smoking 
accounts for the deaths of 
about 13,000 Ontario resi¬ 
dents annually. 


When he introduced 
the legislation in March, 
Attorney General Chris 
Bentley said that taxpay¬ 
ers shouldn’t have to pay 
for health-care costs if 
they are caused by the al¬ 
leged wrongdoing of oth¬ 
ers.

Protesters raped, 
shot dead in streets 


Guinea's government said 
yesterday it would investi¬ 
gate why troops opened 
fire on protesters at a pro¬ 
democracy rally. A human 
rights group said 157 peo¬ 
ple were killed and more 
than 1,200 were injured. 

While saying it would in¬ 
vestigate, the government 
continued to maintain that 
the protest was illegal. It also 
said far fewer people died 
than reported. Hospitals 
were flooded with patients 
yesterday, and the death toll 
rose through the day. 

Presidential guard troops 
fired on 50,000 people at the 
main football stadium Mon- 
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day, shattering hopes that 
this West African country 
was shedding the yoke of dic¬ 
tatorship. Some of those at 
the rally, upset that a mili¬ 
tary officer who seized pow¬ 
er in a December coup might 
run for president in January 
elections, had chanted: “We 


want true democracy.” 

Capt. Moussa (Dadis) Ca¬ 
mara’s presidential guard 
opened fire, scattering pan¬ 
icked demonstrators, who 
left behind scores of dead. 
Opposition politician Mutarr 
Diallo said he witnessed sol¬ 
diers raping women with ri¬ 
fle butts. Eyewitnesses told 
New York-based Human 
Rights Watch that security 
forces stripped female pro¬ 
testers and raped them in 
the streets. The rights group, 
citing eyewitness reports, 
said soldiers also stabbed 
protesters Monday with 
knives and bayonets.

Deadly tsunami strikes Samoa 


earthquake A powerful Pa¬ 
cific Ocean earthquake 
spawned towering tsunami 
waves that swept ashore on 
Samoa and American 
Samoa, flooding and flatten¬ 
ing villages, killing dozens 
of people and leaving sever¬ 
al workers missing at devas¬ 
tated National Park Service 
facilities. Cars and people 
were swept out to sea by the 


fast-churning water as sur¬ 
vivors fled to higher 
ground, where they re¬ 
mained huddled hours after 
the quake struck yesterday. 

Signs of immense devas¬ 
tation were eveiywhere, 
with a giant boat getting 
washed ashore and coming 
to rest on the edge of a 
highway and floodwaters 
swallowing up cars and

homes. The quake, with a 
magnitude between 8.0 and 
8.3, struck around dawn 
about 32 kilometres below 
the ocean floor, 190 kilome¬ 
tres from American Samoa, 
a U.S. territoiy that is home 
to 65,000 people. 

Hampered by power and 
communications outages, 
officials hours later strug¬ 
gled to get a handle on the 
damage and casualties. At 
least 39 people were killed - 
20 on Samoa and 19 on 
American Samoa — but offi¬ 
cials acknowledged the 
death toll seemed sure to 
rise. 

“I don’t think anybody is 
going to be spared in this 
disaster,” said acting Ameri¬ 
can Samoa Gov. Faoa A. Su¬ 
nia.

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Time for Polanski to face the music

R oman Polanski, di¬ 
rector of Oscar- 
winning movies 
such as Chinatown 
and most recently 
The Pianist, has led the 
creepiest life. 

He escaped the Holo¬ 
caust, but not before serv¬ 


ing as target practice for a 
squad of Nazis. Then he be¬ 
came a celebrated movie di¬ 
rector, marrying beautiful 
starlet Sharon Tate. Then 
came the notorious Manson 
family attack in which preg¬ 
nant Sharon was brutally 
and senselessly murdered. 
Obviously stricken by grief, 
Polanski had illegal sex 
with a 13-year-old girl, was 
arrested, fled the U.S., and 
spent the next 30 years on 
the lam. Finally, this week, 
lured into a sense of false se¬ 
curity, he was captured af¬ 
ter landing in Zurich to re¬ 
ceive a lifetime filmmaking 


achievement award. 

Someone should make a 
movie about this man’s life. 

We could call it Repulsion 
II. I’m still suffering night¬ 
mares from Repulsion I, 
which I saw at an impres¬ 
sionable age. Catherine 
Deneuve plays a woman 
whose fear of men leads to a 
psychotic breakdown and 
she slides over the edge into 
brutal murder. We are left 
to wonder what traumatic 
episode in her early life led 
her to fear men so. 

Cut to the mid-’70s when 
Polanski himself, already a 
dirty old 43, plied 13-year- 


old Samantha Gailey with 
Quaaludes (’70s designer 
downers) and champagne 
and had sex with her, no 
doubt contributing to her 
fear of men. 

Overnight, Polanski went 
from being the toast of Hol¬ 
lywood to toast. Rather than 
spend the rest of his weird 
life in jail, he repaired to 
France, where he remains a 
hero, along with Jerry Lewis 
and Mickey Rourlce. Ah, the 
French. 

But he wasn’t counting 
on his Javert, Los Angeles 
District Attorney Steve Coo¬ 
ley, who waited in the 


weeds to bag his prey. Now 
it’s an international inci¬ 
dent. 

The argument is the ’70s 
were a different time. The 
sexual revolution led to any 
number of wretched excess¬ 
es and the victim, now in 
her 40s, has forgiven Polans¬ 
ki and is part of the move¬ 
ment to have him freed. 

But here’s what I don’t 
understand. In this day and 
age when it’s considered a 
heinous crime for dirty old 
men even to look at pic¬ 
tures of underage girls, why 
should we give Polanski a 
get-out-of-jail free card? 


What kind of message are 
we sending? That if you’re 
talented and celebrated, 
there’s such a thing as justi¬ 
fiable evil? 

Haven’t we learned any¬ 
thing in 32 years? Raping 
and exploiting children are 
crimes. It doesn’t matter 
who you are. It’s time for 
this to stop and it’s time for 
Polanski to face the music, 
and I don’t mean piano les¬ 
sons. They should get that, 
even in France.

Smartphone banking ahead 


The growing popularity of 
smartphones is expected 
to push up the use of mo¬ 
bile banking, allowing 
consumers to check 
balances, transfer money 
and pay bills. 

In Canada, mobile bank¬ 
ing is attracting small num¬ 
bers of consumers who are 
essentially replicating their 
online banking habits. 

Banks including RBC and 
Scotiabank offer the service 
and both say smartphones 


are key to its adoption. 

While the Bank of Mon¬ 
treal says demand for mo¬ 
bile banking is still in its in¬ 
fancy and doesn’t offer it, 
it’s watching it with inter¬ 
est. 

IDC Canada analyst Kevin 
Restivo said a lot of Canadi¬ 
ans still don’t have access 
to the web on their mobile 
phones and that’s holding 
them back from trying the 
service. “In the short term, 
it’s very new to Canadians,”

said Restivo, who follows 
mobile devices and their 
applications. 

Smartphones allow con¬

In the next three to five 
years, mobile banking 
should become more popu¬ 
lar as more consumers get 
smartphones and wireless 
network speeds increase 
making the experience eas¬ 
ier, Restivo said.

New coach's system has team focused on team defence, skating

everyone agrees needs a 
heart transplant. 

The Edmonton Oilers 
and new head coach Pat 
Quinn open their NHL reg¬ 
ular season Saturday 
against the Calgary Flames 
in what they hope will be a 
new beginning for a lurch¬ 
ing franchise. 

“We’re going to work 
hard, we’re going to be 
tougher to play against, 
and we’re going to be bet¬ 
ter because we’re going to 
have a better system,” said 
veteran defenceman Shel¬ 
don Souray. 

Quinn, the longtime 
NHL coach hired this 
spring to replace the oust¬ 
ed Craig MacTavish, has 
brought in a system that 
focuses on puck pursuit, 


puck control, and skating, 
skating, skating. 

“More emphasis has 
been put on our team de¬ 
fence. If we’re caught up 
ice, we’re getting back a lot 
harder, and that will re¬ 


duce the amount of scoring 
chances we give up,” said 
captain Ethan Moreau. 

Added forward Shawn 
Horcoff: “(Quinn’s) a little 
more lenient on guys mak¬ 
ing plays and turning (the 


puck) over. But he’s said to 
us, ‘If I’m going to give you 
that leniency, you better 
return the favour by mak¬ 
ing sure if you’re the one 
who turns it over, you get 
back hard and make sure 
that odd-line rush doesn’t 
happen.’” 

Quinn and associate 
coach Tom Renney are 
working with almost the 
same lineup that finished 
11th in the Western Con¬ 
ference (21st overall) last 
year with a 38-35-9 record. 

The only significant addi¬ 
tions were two free agents. 
Veteran Nikolai Khabibu- 
lin, 36, was signed to a 
four-year deal to play goal. 
Winger Mike Comrie, who 
left the team in an ugly 
contract dispute in 2003, 
has returned on a one-year 
deal. He led the league 


with 10 points in the pre¬ 
season. 

Quinn said the goal is to 
set the bar higher for a 
franchise that has won five 
Stanley Cups. 

“We’re trying to resur¬ 
rect those standards for 
ourselves,” he said. 

Recent history has been 
unkind to the Oil, which 
hasn’t made the playoffs 
since its improbable run to 
the Stanley Cup final in

The turbocharged engine 
is smooth and powerful, 
but it is thirsty, returning 
only 12.4 L/100 1cm (23 
mpg) in eveiyday driving 
for me. 

By published figures, the 
BMW X3, Acura RDX, Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz GLK and Volk¬ 
swagen Tiguan all do bet¬ 
ter. The upcoming non-tur¬ 
bo model should improve 
on that; in the meantime, 
the T6’s appetite is partial¬ 
ly offset by its only needing 


87-octane fuel. 

Volvo chose the XC60 to 
debut its new City Safety, 
which is offered as standard 
equipment. The company 
says that 75 per cent of all 
collisions occur at speeds 
below 30 km/h, mostly 
caused by drivers not pay¬ 
ing attention in parking lots 
or stop-and-go traffic. 

City Safety, which can be 
shut off if not wanted, uses 
a laser to measure the dis¬ 
tance to the vehicle in 
front. Active at speeds of 
between 4 and 30 km/h, the 
system first pre-charges the 
brakes, reduces the throt¬ 
tle, and illuminates the 
brake lights. If the driver is 
still oblivious, the system 
jams on the brakes and 
brings the car to a stop — 
quite late in the travel, and 
with jarring force that’ll 
“learn ya” for next time. Be 
aware, though, that the sys¬ 
tem can only detect wide 
objects such as other vehi¬ 
cles; it’s still up to you to 
avoid knocking over pedes¬ 
trians.

One for drowsy drivers

You know how dangerous 
it is to drink and drive. 
What you may not know is 
that it can be just as deadly 
to drive when you’re tired 
— the reason for Mercedes- 
Benz’s Attention Assist. 

Standard on the 2010 E- 
Class and S-Class, and like¬ 
ly to appear in other mod¬ 
els in future, the system 
alerts the driver when it 
detects the early signs of 
drowsiness. It’s estimated 
that a sleepy driver is a fac¬ 
tor in more than 100,000 
crashes in North America 
each year. And while you 
may think long-haul truck¬ 
ers are the most likely can¬ 
didates, they only account 
for about one per cent of

those crashes. The rest are 
mostly regular drivers who 
got some shut-eye at the 
wheel. 

“Mercedes-Benz wanted 
to develop a system unique 
to it and to the segment,” 
says Miki Velemirovich, E- 
Class product manager. 
“There are highly-detailed 
sensors that measure 70 pa¬ 
rameters. In the first 20 
minutes of driving, a pro¬ 


file of the driving behav¬ 
iour is recorded into the 
management system.” 

Once the system has 
“learned” how you drive, it 
continually monitors your 
steering inputs to ensure 
you’re not deviating from 
that. Specifically, it’s 
looking for some¬ 
thing common to 
drowsy drivers: 
veering slightly off 
course, and then a 
small correction. 

This can indicate 
driver who’s dozing off, 
who realizes the car is leav¬ 
ing its lane, and then moves 
the steering wheel to bring 
it back. Drive like this, and 
the system chimes to get 
your attention, flashing a 
large coffee cup symbol in 
the instrument cluster. 

Attention Assist was de-

house by the 
company, and us¬ 
es a steering sensor 
and software to monitor 
drivers travelling above 80 
km/h. 

Mercedes-Benz isn’t the 
only manufacturer offering 
such a system. Saab’s sys¬ 
tem, called Driver Atten¬ 
tion Warning, uses tiny in¬ 
frared in-car cameras that 


focus on the driver’s eyes 
and measure the rate of 
blinking. If the driver’s eyes 
are closed for too long, the 
car emits a warning. 

Velemirovich says that fo¬ 
cusing on vehicle move¬ 
ment is preferable. “A cam¬ 
era can’t work if the driver 
wears sunglasses, or de¬ 
pending on the eye struc¬ 
ture of certain people, it 
won’t detect it,” he says. 


Tips for 
used car 
test drive

advice The used-car test 
drive is an important oppor¬ 
tunity to reveal potential 
problems with a vehicle 
you’re considering spend¬ 
ing a lot of money on. Turn 
up your consumer instincts, 
remember these tips, and 
get ready to scrutinize. 

• Get down low and have a 

good look beneath the ve¬ 
hicle. Check for excessive 
rust, dents, holes and 
leaks. Question any issues 
you may note, and get a 
mechanical inspection if 
you’re uncomfortable 

looking beneath the vehi¬ 
cle yourself. 

• Considering a car with a 
manual transmission? 
Note any slipping or shud¬ 
dering as the clutch en¬ 
gages. Shifting into third 
gear at a fairly low speed 
and applying full throttle 
may coax slippage out of a 
worn clutch, too. Be cer¬ 
tain the seller isn’t trying 
to pass an expensive clutch 
replacement onto you. 

• The vehicle should stop 
quickly with no unwel¬ 
comed vibrations. Stops 
should occur in a straight 
line, and the pedal should 
feel firm — not spongy. If 
the brake pedal sinks to 
the floor or the vehicle 
pulls to the side during a 
stop, its brakes need some 
attention. Be sure the park¬ 
ing brake holds the car 
from rolling on a hill, and 
remember that a squeak¬ 
ing sound from the brakes 
means the pads are worn 
out. 

• Check for signs of mois¬ 
ture or mildew, especially 
on vehicles with a sunroof. 
Is there water or rust un¬ 
der the floor of the trunk 
beneath the spare tire? Are 
the carpets damp or musty 
in the front footwells? If 
so, you could be asking for 
a rust-bucket down the 
line. 

• Check tire wear. A tread- 
depth gauge can deter¬ 
mine how much life is left 
in the tires, and a visual in¬ 
spection can help deter¬ 
mine if the vehicle has 
alignment issues. Tread 
should be worn evenly 
across the whole width of 
the tire. A tire that’s worn 
more heavily on one side 
indicates that the vehicle’s 
alignment is out of whack. 

• Turn off the radio and lis¬ 
ten for unusual noises 
from under the hood or 
under the car’s body. Any 
clunking, rubbing or grind¬ 
ing is probably a sign of 
trouble.

One option when choosing 
a used vehicle is whether 
or not to consider a car 
from a manufacturer’s cer¬ 
tified used vehicle 
program. 

The pros and cons are 
fairly straightforward: 
generally, a manufacturer 
will do multi-point inspec¬ 
tions, offer additional war¬ 
rantees beyond the origi¬ 
nal, bring the vehicle up 
to near-new condition and 
more. 

Some offer 24-hour road¬ 
side assistance, and others 
allow you to exchange 
within 30 days if you’re un¬ 
happy with your purchase. 
However, the prices are 
usually higher than those 
you might find at a tradi¬ 
tional used-car dealer or 


Tips for buying 

Here are some tips for pur¬ 
chasing a used car courtesy 
of Bob Beattie, executive di¬ 
rector of the Used Car Deal¬ 
er Association of Ontario. 

Do your research, and 
have a general idea of what 
you are looking for and a 
price range you're comfort¬ 
able with. 

For young people, check 
that you can be insured for 
that vehicle. A 16-year-old 
new driver will have a hard 
time getting a policy on a 
2003 Chevrolet Corvette. 

Ask for previous owner 
history and accident re¬ 
ports. 

Read the contract careful¬ 
ly and fully understand how 
the final price was deter¬ 
mined. If there's anything 
you're not happy with, walk 
away. 


through private sale. 

“Basically the car is like 
new, only three years old 
and half the price,” said 
Crystal Tost, a real-estate 
agent from Calgary. “I 
bought a 2006 BMW 530xi a 
year ago from Calgary 
BMW. I bought it because 
the car was reconditioned 
like new, such as tires, 
brakes, etc.” 

Tost added that the deal¬ 
er repainted the car’s hood 
to fix some stone chips, 
and filled holes in the 
bumper where an out-of- 
province front plate had 
been mounted. “The car as 


a whole has to live up to 
certain standards that you 
just don’t find on the resale 
market by a private owner.” 

Tost said the car’s price 
was similar to other non- 
certified models. “Maybe a 
bit more, but worth it in 
the end. My car retailed at 
over $90,000 and I bought 
it for $44,000 with only 
29,000 1cm. I would buy an¬ 
other one in a heartbeat!” 

Some buyers prefer the 
ease of buying a certified 
used vehicle because it 
takes a good chunk of the 
effort and research out of 
the mix. 


“The Toyota Certified 
Used Vehicle program raises 
the bar on what customers 
expect from a pre-owned ve¬ 
hicle,” said Warren Orton, 


director of Toyota Canada 
Inc. “Our 127 point inspec¬ 
tion requires a minimum of 
50 per cent brake pad depth 
and original tire tread; that’s 


important peace of mind for 
our customers.” 

Jack Sulymlca, general 
manager of Brennan’s Dix¬ 
ie Chiysler in Brampton, 
Ont., thinks the programs 
help the dealership pro¬ 
vide better vehicles to po¬ 
tential clients. 

“The key is the factoiy 
trained inspection process 
and reconditioning require¬ 
ments,” he explained. “The 
service contracts that are 
available to the customer 
from Chrysler are clear ... 
there is no grey area.” 

However, just because a 
vehicle isn’t certified does¬ 
n’t mean you should avoid 
them. There are many ex¬ 
cellent vehicles that don’t 
fall within a manufactur¬ 
er’s set standards for certi¬ 
fication, which can mean a 
good bargain. 

Most people prefer to 
take the lower price of a 
non-certified model and get 
it inspected independently 
before making their deci¬ 
sion to purchase. There are 
plenty of specialist auto 
dealers and service shops 
that can provide equal or 
better service without the 
added expense. 

Ultimately, it’s up to you 
to determine which avenue 
to pursue depending on 
your budget and confi¬ 
dence in spotting a poten¬ 
tial lemon.

Vintage car hobby worth pursuing

No matter what your level 
of auto expertise, or what 
type of vehicle turns your 
crank, a collector car can 
be a great hobby, and one 
that can often retain or 
even increase its value 
while you’re having fun 
with it. 

Still, there can be many 
expensive pitfalls if you 
just rush in. The car of 
your dreams could turn 
out to be a nightmare if 
you don’t do your home¬ 
work first. 

Assess why you want the 
car, how much you can 


spend, where you’re going 
to store it, and whether 
you want a “project car” to 
restore or one that’s ready 
to go, says Wayne 
Copeland, a collector car 
appraiser who also sells 
them through his Wayne’s 
Auto Sales in Lindsay, Ont. 

“The cost of repair and 
buying parts has gotten ex¬ 
pensive,” he says. “If you’re 
looking for a car, but don’t 
have someone to work on 
it, or you can’t do it your¬ 
self, you’re better off to 
buy something where you 
can just put the key in the 
ignition and drive it.” 

Visiting car shows or 
“cruise nights” — informal 
evening car meets, usually 



in mall or restaurant park¬ 
ing lots — can give you an 
idea of what’s available. 
Choose a vehicle that ap¬ 
peals to you, but be realis¬ 
tic about how you’re going 
to use it. Cars from the 
1930s won’t have 
power steering or 
very effective 
brakes, and 


will be better suited for 
slower Sunday drives, 
while 1950s and newer 
cars, or those hot-rodded 
with updated engines and 
drivelines, will be better 
able to keep up with mod-

traffic. 

The toughest part is 
knowing what you’re get¬ 
ting. No car is better than 
it looks, and even so-called 
“mint” cars can have hid¬ 
den problems. 

“Look for what you can’t 
see - the underside, the 
frame, the internal work¬ 
ing of the engine, transmis¬ 
sion and rear end,” 
Copeland says. “Get under 
it with a flashlight. Take it 
to a garage and get a com¬ 
pression test of the engine, 
or get an appraiser to do a 
pre-purchase report. See if 
the owner can produce doc¬ 
umentation for work that’s 
been done. If the owner 
says no, you can’t do all

Longer-lasting cars propel used market 


’ve always known 
them as “used” cars. 
But some outfits have 
been calling them 
“pre-owned” or even 
“previously enjoyed.” 

I don’t think the terms 
are synonymous. Just this 
morning, I heard a family 
member say, “Who just 
pre-owned all the tooth¬ 
paste?” 

It didn’t sound right, and 
no, it wasn’t me. 

Obviously such re-brand- 
ing is an attempt to deflect 
some of the negative con¬ 
notations that have tradi¬ 
tionally surrounded the 
used car, and the used car 
world. 

And who hasn’t heard a 
used-car horror story or 
two? Or even been the cen¬ 
tral protagonist on occa¬ 
sion? 

The horror has, and can, 
arise from the car itself 
and/or from the deal. The 
used car world has always 
been attractive to un¬ 
savoury characters. Even 
when used car lots were 
beyond reproach, they nev¬ 
er seemed to put you at 
ease: Too many flags 
maybe, or blow-up gorillas, 
or questionable calendar 
choices in those trailers 
they used as offices. 

At any rate, that is so be¬ 
hind us now. 

In fact, in a recent re¬ 
port, the Canadian auto in¬ 
dustry analyst, Dennis 
DesRosiers, notes that a 
new paradigm is forming 
in the used vehicle market: 

“With higher quality 
products, consumers are 
no longer buying some-

one else’s problems. Used 
vehicles are an important 
and growing part of the 
overall market for light 
vehicles, with both new 
vehicle dealers and inde¬ 
pendent sellers approach¬ 
ing this sector with 
greater sophistication 
than ever before.” 

He also adds that as gov¬ 
ernments continue to 
throw on more and more

ty warranties. 

He says used-vehicle 
quality can be measured 
simply by how many lclicks 
these modern-era vehicles 
can pile on before they 


head to the afterlife. 

“In the 1970s the useful 
life of a vehicle averaged in 
the range of 170,000 
lcms... This decade (2000- 
2009) has witnessed the ex¬ 


pected useful life of a vehi¬ 
cle increase to 277,000 
lcms... As we enter the 
2010s, our lifetime mileage 
forecasts pegs average 
Canadian vehicles with a 
service life of roughly 
320,000 lcms.” 

Canada went metric at 
the start of 1970s, about a 
decade before we started to 
see those big gains in vehi¬ 
cle quality and longevity. In 
those decades, when we 
were still mpg and mph, the 
line of death for a vehicle 
was definitely 100,000 
miles. 

Once over that line, the 
value of the vehicle would 
fall off a cliff, and potential 
buyers would tend to be re¬ 
stricted to a thin and sus¬ 
pect lot, comprised of those 
with strong stomachs or se¬ 
vere financial constraints or 
fetishes for that particular 
model. 

Today, the voodoo death 
line seems to be at 200,000 
lcms. Its obvious why that 
line scares people — it’s a 
nice round number with 
lots of zeros. 

But considering what 
happening, to vehicle 
longevity and the accept¬ 
ance of the used or “pre¬ 
owned” car in our society, 
that voodoo line is defi¬ 
nitely going northward, 
and soon.

A 
broken window regulator 
will cause the glass to slide 
down into the door, result¬ 
ing in numerous 
headaches and an expen¬ 
sive repair bill. Check the 


condition of the braking 
system, as many owners 
report “premature” wear 
of pads and rotors.

AMG E63 speed demon with all bells and whistles

Mercedes-Benz’s AMG ve¬ 
hicles have never been 
wanting for straight-line 
speed. So it was no 
surprise AMG’s take on the 
freshly-minted 2010 E-Class 
sedan, the 518 hp 6 . 2 L V8 
E 63 , proved a formidable 
autobahn missile — rock 
solid, quiet and still press¬ 
ing the backside hard into 
the 14 -way sport seats at 
speeds that would have 
had yours truly on the 
front pages and behind 
the pipes in Ontario. 

But it’s away from this 
natural AMG habitat 
where the new E63 surpris¬ 
es. Like the 2009 C63 AMG 
compact sedan that plays 
in the same sandbox as the 
poetic BMW M3, this E63 
aspires to run with the 
$106,900 500 hp V10 BMW 
M5 — and closes the gap 
considerably. 

The 2010 E63 AMG will 
be arriving in Canada dur¬ 
ing the fourth quarter of 
2009. It should come in 
close to the current car’s 
$121,100 list. 

The E63 combines a 
front steel suspension for 
better road feel with self¬ 
leveling rear air suspen¬ 
sion. The newly developed 
three-linlc front setup 
sports a wider track (up 56 
mm) and increased nega¬ 
tive camber for more front- 
end bite, 

As with most mega-per- 
formance German saloons, 
one is presented with a 
dizzying number of dy¬ 
namic possibilities. ESP 
(electronic stability pro¬ 


gram) has three settings — 
On, Sport or Off. How 
brave are you feeling? A 
three-level adaptive 

damper system firms 
things up when the going 
gets frisky, or can be set to 
sport or the more extreme 
sport plus. 

The seven-speed Speed- 
shift MTC features four se¬ 
lectable modes: the short- 
shifting economy C mode, 
the more aggressive Sport 
and Sport Plus modes 
(throttle response sharp¬ 
ens too), and finally the 
fully manual M mode 
wherein the steering- 
wheel mounted paddles 
beckon the ratios. 

Not a twin-clutch or 
torque converter type trans¬ 
mission, AMG’s unique 
multi-plate wet clutch setup 
works a treat. Shifts are 
smooth and quick and it 
double-declutches on down¬ 
shifts with sexy rev-match¬ 
ing. There is launch control 
as well. 

The soul of any AMG 
product lies in the engine, 
and doing duty underhood 
is AMG’s hand-built hi- 
rewing 6208 cc V8 that is 
massaged to produce 518 
hp at 6800 r.p.m. (up 11 hp

Surprise! iPhone bills can 
sink the vacation budget 


Here's how to 
minimize fees 
when you’re 
travelling 
internationally 

An inventory for a trip to 
a tropical beach could 
read like this: Swimsuit, 
check. Sunscreen, check. 
Passport, check. And 
iPhone, check. 

Well, make that a possi¬ 
bly giant cheque, drawn 
from your bank account. 
Unaware travellers can 
blithely rack up eye-pop- 
ping bills on their 
iPhones while travelling 
abroad. 

The international roam¬ 
ing calling rates are bad 
enough, but data usage is 
what really delivers the 
sting. The root of the 
problem is that the 
iPhone, with all its apps, 
positively inhales data. 
Because domestic plans 
feature unlimited data, 
few users bother to track 
the amount they send 
and receive. 

When you travel to a 
foreign country, this 
cheap smorgasbord of 
bits and bytes becomes a 
pricey a la carte menu. 
Worst case scenario, you 
don’t sign up for any in¬ 
ternational plan and use 
your phone as you would 
at home, checking email, 
sending photos and ad¬ 
justing your fantasy foot¬ 
ball roster from the beach 


while enjoying an ice-cold 
beer and taunting your 
friends in chillier cli¬ 
mates. 

When you get home, 
the bill could be hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of dol¬ 
lars. 

There are some steps 
you can take to maintain 
some of the functionality 
of the phone without the 
monster bill, but it will 
still cost you extra. 

First off, learn how to 
defang the functions of 
your iPhone that can 
whack your wallet: 
international 
calling and data. 

The easiest way 
to completely 
shut these off 
(other than turn¬ 
ing off the 
phone) is to go in¬ 
to flight mode. 

But that leaves you 
with a virtually 
useless phone that 
can’t make or re¬ 
ceive calls, check 
email or text. 

To be more selective, 
go to “Settings,” then 
“General” and then “Net¬ 
work.” Here you can shut 
off “Data Roaming” so 
you won’t feast on high- 
priced data but can still 
make phone calls. 

Also, in your email set¬ 
tings, turn off the “Fetch” 
option so you won’t auto¬ 
matically download 
email. Do so under “Set¬ 
tings,” then “Mail, Con¬ 
tacts, Calendars” and 
“Fetch New Data.” 

There are a few options 


for international calling 
plans, which bring down 
the cost of making or re¬ 
ceiving calls while 
abroad. A reporter used 
the the AT&T Mexico add¬ 
on plan for $4.99 US a 
month on a recent trip, 
thereby qualifying for a 
calling rate of 59 cents 
per minute rather than 
99 cents. 

Incoming calls calls 
that go to voice mail also 
cost. And, in an amazing 



dou¬ 


ble-whammy, 
“Visual Voicemail” uses 
data to deliver the mes¬ 
sages while also charging 
you international airtime 
for the duration of your 
friend’s meandering mes¬ 
sage. 

If you’d like to check 
email, view maps or up¬ 
date Faceboolc with the 
iPhone, you should proba¬ 
bly also sign up for an in¬ 
ternational data plan. The 
cheapest is the $24.99 
Global Add-On plan, 


which gives you 20 
megabytes of data at 
$1.25 per megabyte. That 
compares to nearly $20 
per megabyte if you don’t 
have an international 
plan. There are other op¬ 
tions going up in price 
and amount of data avail¬ 
able. 

Before using your 
iPhone in another coun¬ 
try, you should also reset 
your usage statistics so 
you can track how close 
you are to 
« your 

limit.

to “Set¬ 
tings,” then “General” 
and “Usage.” The reset op¬ 
tion is at the bottom. Also 
on the same page, there is 
a listing for “Cellular Net¬ 
work Data.” This can 
grow at an astounding 
speed.

check email. 

With some care, 
your iPhone can

Tour operators 
are merging to 
compete with 
the top players 

Two of Canada’s major 
vacation travel businesses 
are being combined. Sun¬ 
wing Vacations will join 
forces with tour operator 
Signature Vacations and 
its retail division SellOff- 
Vacations. 

Signature is owned by a 
U.K. company through 


First Choice Canada, 
which has been losing 
money over the past few 
years including $20 mil¬ 
lion in the first half of 
2009. 

Sunwing has been 
owned by the Hunter 
family of Toronto, which 
will retain control of the 
Canadian company in 
partnership with Signa¬ 
ture owner TUI Travel 
PLC, which operates in 
approximately 180 coun¬ 
tries worldwide. 

As part of the deal an¬ 
nounced yesterday, TUI 


Travel will contribute 
$101 million and its Cana¬ 
dian operations including 
Signature Vacations to 
the new venture. In re¬ 
turn, TUI Travel will get a 
25 per cent voting inter¬ 
est and 49 per cent own¬ 
ership in the Sunwing 
Travel Group. 

“The proposed amalga¬ 
mation of tour operators 
will create a stronger 
company better able to 
compete against Canada’s 
leading tour operators, 
while offering a broader 
range of travel destina¬ 


tions to the travelling 
public,” said Colin 
Hunter, chairman and 
majority shareholder of 
the Sunwing Travel 
Group. 

He said the proposed 
company will be in a posi¬ 
tion to improve its prod¬ 
uct range and offer com¬ 
petitive prices with in¬ 
creased efficiencies. 

The company didn’t dis¬ 
close what type of effi¬ 
ciencies it anticipates or 
how employees of the 
two businesses will be af¬ 
fected. However, Sunwing 


chief operating officer 
Stephen Hunter said the 
combined company aims 
to grow. 

“As one of Canada’s 
fastest growing compa¬ 
nies with combined rev¬ 
enues of $900 million, 
along with the improved 
operational efficiencies, 
complementary product 


mix and a growing retail 
distribution, our business 
will be well positioned to 
continue the growth and 
profitability curve we 
have achieved over the 
years,” said Stephen 
Hunter, who will become 
president and chief exec¬ 
utive of Sunwing.

Cypress Gardens closes doors 

Theme park was once a Florida must-see 


Cypress Gardens, which 
reigned as Florida’s grand¬ 
est theme park in the days 
before Disney, has shut 
down while its owners try 
to sell the attraction. 

The 73-year-old park, 
known for water-skiing 
shows, lush flower gardens 
and Southern belles in 
hoop dresses, has been 
shuttered after years of 
sagging attendance and 
ownership changes. 

The current owner, Land 
South Adventures, said the 
park was no longer finan¬ 


cially viable. The company 
said in a statement it “has 
explored numerous man¬ 
agement frameworks and 
exhausted every possible 
approach to keep the park 
running in its traditional 
form.” 

The company said it was 
negotiating with several 
potential buyers. 

Cypress Gardens, once a 
must-see for Florida visi¬ 
tors, was opened in 1936 
by Dick and Julie Pope, and 
the family sold it in 1985. 
The property has been 


bought and sold several 
times since. 

It was closed in 2003, 
then changed hands under 
a complicated deal that in¬ 
volved help from state and 
local government and a 
non-profit conservation 
group. In 2004, it was hit 
by three hurricanes and 
the owners were unable to 
reach a settlement with an 
insurance company to cov¬ 
er damages. The current 
owners bought it in Octo¬ 
ber 2007 for $16.8 million 
US. 


The park, in the small 
town of Winter Haven, 
Fla., southwest of Orlando, 
was closed again in No¬ 
vember 2008 for renova¬ 
tions and opened in 
March, featuring its tradi¬ 
tional botanical gardens, 
water park, water ski 
shows and concerts, but 
without the animal attrac¬ 
tions and rides. 

Cypress Gardens had 
about 100 employees when 
it closed, down from 700 to 
800 in its heyday.

Instead, he did an electri¬ 
cian’s apprenticeship at 
Humber College in Toronto 
and started his own busi¬ 
ness at the age of 22, em¬ 
ploying licensed help be¬ 
fore he himself had even 
gotten licensed. 

While plenty of young 
people are entering the 
field, Ragno says the work 


isn’t cut out for eveiyone as 
being a good electrician is 
as much about creative 
problem-solving as it is 
about technical skills. 

“You have to be mechani¬ 
cally inclined — you have to 
be able to look at things and 
know how they work to di¬ 
agnose problems. We can 
train almost anybody at it 
but once you get into a little 
troubleshooting, that’s 
when minds go blank,” Rag¬ 
no said. 

PLUMBER 

Bill Reid, 60, owns and 
operates Reid Brothers 
Plumbing and Heating Ltd. 
in Vancouver and has built 
a career doing something 
he never originally thought 
he’d do as a job. 

He learned to install pipe 
when he was just 12 but 
tried various careers after 
completing a Bachelor of 


Science degree, including a 
two-year stint in account¬ 
ing, before realizing he pre¬ 
ferred working with his 
hands. 

Reid completed his 
plumbing internship with 
the British Columbia Insti¬ 
tute of Technology and co¬ 
founded Reid Brothers with 
his brother in 1976. Since 
then the company has 
grown to 31 employees and 
quotes more than 60 jobs 
each month, an example of 
the strength of the plumb¬ 
ing and heating service in¬ 
dustry in general. 

“From 2002 until today 
essentially there has been 
no slowdown in our work. 
It’s a business that largely 
just repeats on its own — 
we don’t have to do a lot of 
advertising,” Reid said. 

All of Reid’s years of expe¬ 
rience have taught him that 


ultimately plumb- 
ing and heating is 
more about the 
service side of 
things than just the 
particulars of pipes 
and bolts. 

“This has always! 
been about the peo¬ 
ple — we’re in the 
service industry, we 
just happen to 

work in plumbing 
and heating,” Reid 
said.

t takes guts to appear 
on a reality show. Just 
like it takes guts to tiy 
and get a job — or keep 
a job — in today’s hel¬ 
ter-skelter economy. 

You can see what I mean 
on tonight’s season pre¬ 
miere of Dragons’ Den, the 
program I host on CBC.

and confident. Not easy, es¬ 
pecially when television 
cameras surround them 
while they face down five 
sharp-minded operators (or 
if you really need that job or 
promotion). 

It’s fascinating to watch 
how people react under 
pressure — some literally 
sweat buckets while others 
are so slick and composed, 
it’s amazing. 

In the Den, it’s fairly easy 
to see who came prepared, 
and who did not. Some 
pitchers have their num¬ 
bers down cold — they can 
tell the Dragons the size of 
the market, the number of 
big competitors and their 
profit margins. Others are 
all flash — a glitzy demo 
that does not offer much in 
the way of business savvy. 

I’m sure potential em¬ 
ployers see the same thing. I 
know I did when I was hir¬ 
ing for programs in the 
past. Some applicants do 
their research — they know 
what Job No. 1 is for your 
organization and have 


thought hard about how to 
show that their qualities 
match the job require¬ 
ments. 

You may learn something 
from the wide variety of 
pitching styles on tonight’s 
episode — some good, some 
bad, some ugly. Questions

Along for the ride 

Zombieland takes Jesse Eisenberg back to the amusement park

Jesse Eisenberg is just 
about fed up with amuse¬ 
ment parks. After starring 
earlier this year in Adven- 
tureland as a theme park 
toiler, the young actor hits 
theaters this week in Zom¬ 
bieland, which sets its cli¬ 
mactic battle beneath fer- 
ris wheels and tilt-a- 
whirls. "It's the most inef¬ 
ficient place to do a 
movie,” he gripes. 

“Even if it’s a closeup of 
an actor, if there’s a ride 
in the background doing 
anything, they have to 
have extras on it and have 
it going,” Eisenberg ex¬ 
plains. “I was tired of it on 
the first day of shooting.” 
But he hasn’t ruled out re¬ 
turning to such a setting 
in the future. “I’ll do what¬ 
ever they put me in,” he 



says, “but I’d prefer not.” 

In Zombieland, Eisen¬ 
berg plays one of a hand¬ 
ful of survivors of a virus 
that’s reduced most of the 
population to flesh-hun- 
giy monsters. “We actual¬ 
ly planned the swine flu to 
coincide with the movie 
opening,” he jokes. “And, 
you know, there’s some 
collateral damage, but ul¬ 
timately we’ll have a big 
opening weekend.” 

Though admittedly 
not a fan of the zombie 
genre, Eisenberg was 
impressed enough by 
what the writers con¬ 
jured up to sign on. 
“The script was end¬ 
lessly violent,” he says. 
“All the kills were so cre¬ 
ative.” But the amount of 
gunplay involved with 
playing a survivor of the 
zombie apocalypse did 
give him pause. 

“I don’t really like using 


guns. I don’t want to be 
promoting violence in a 
fun way,” Eisenberg ex¬ 
plains. “There are too 
many guns in the world, 
so I don’t want to be part 
of that. But I think the 
movie is pretty responsi¬ 
ble in terms of the values 
that it promotes.” 

Still, Eisenberg admits 
that 


promise does have its ben¬ 
efits, as starring in movies 
like Zombieland can make 
it easier to get his more 
personal projects off the 
ground. For instance, he 
recently booked the part 
of Allen Ginsberg in Kill 
Your Darlings, set in the 
early days of the Beat Gen¬ 
eration. “The Ginsberg 
movie is so

I suppose 
if I say anything else, 
I’ll be sued by the movie 
company and the Internet 
company.” 


Laramie Project epilogue depicts killer as lacking remorseful 


“As far as Matt is concerned, I don’t have 
any remorse.” Aaron McKinney 


A decade after The 
Laramie Project became a 
theatrical phenomenon, 
its creators are back with 
an epilogue highlighted 
by a riveting prison inter¬ 
view with the killer of gay 
college student Matthew 
Shepard — depicting him 
as candid but not remorse¬ 
ful over the murder. 

The new production, 
which opens nationwide in 


the U.S. on Monday, Oct. 12, 
at more than 130 theatres, 
features a segment based on 
more than 10 hours of face- 
to-face interviews with con¬ 
victed killer Aaron McKin¬ 
ney, conducted by Greg 
Pierotti, a gay actor/writer 
who helped create the origi¬ 
nal docudrama. 

According to the detailed 
notes taken by Pierotti and 
condensed into the new 


script, McKinney says he 
had been drawn to crime 
ever since childhood, feels 
sympathy for Shepard’s 
parents and expresses re¬ 
gret that he let his own fa¬ 
ther down. 

“As far as Matt is con¬ 
cerned, I don’t have any re¬ 


morse,” McKinney is quot¬ 
ed as saying in a script pro¬ 
vided by the production 
company. 

McKinney, according to 
the script, reiterates his 
claim that the 1998 killing 
in Laramie, Wyo., started 
out as a robbeiy, but makes 


clear that his antipathy to¬ 
ward gays played a role. 

“The night I did it, I did 
have hatred for homosexu¬ 
als,” McKinney is quoted as 
saying. He goes on, accord¬ 
ing to the script, to say that 
he still dislikes gays and 
that his perceptions about 
Shepard’s sex life bolstered 
his belief that the killing 
was justified.

Avett Brothers get to know their roots 


Alt.country trio shift to spurts of indie rock on new record

It’s rare that a band so 
deftly combines alt.coun¬ 
try sounds with excitable 
indie rock, but that's ex¬ 
actly what the Avett 
Brothers have done on 
their new disc, I and Love 
and You. 

The trio, which includes 
Scott Avett on vocals and 
banjo, his brother Seth on 
guitar and Bob Crawford on 
bass, doesn’t so much com¬ 
bine the two genres togeth¬ 
er as shift from one sound 
to the next. 

“We grew up on a dirt 
road away from the city, so 
country music was always 
on tap there.” says the 
North Carolina-raised Scott. 
“But Seth and I were re¬ 
belling constantly so we 
were playing different types 
of music.” 

The brothers’ first band 
was a noise-roclc group 


called Nemo, but it wasn’t 
long before Avett turned to 
the music they heard grow¬ 
ing up for inspiration. “We 
picked up softer instru¬ 
ments so we could trim the 
fat,” says Seth. “Then we re¬ 
alized that we were hiding 
behind the distortion.” 

But while the fuzz might 
be gone, the brash sounds 
aren’t. On Kick Drum Heart 
the threesome rip through 
the poppy, piano-based 
number like classic Ben 
Folds, while Tin Man’s 
acoustic rock vibe recalls 
Counting Crows-mixed- 
withCSNY. 

The upbeat tracks are fun 
to say the least, but it’s the 
slower numbers that really 
drive the band. January 
Wedding is an infectious 
Americana tune; Darkness 
is a haunting, Will Oldham- 
lilce song with political un¬ 
dertones. 

It’s the folk part of their 
sound that got legendary 
producer Rick Rubin to take 


notice. Rubin heard some of 
their previous work and in¬ 
vited the band to his house 
for a chat. “We talked about 
music and every day 
things,” says Seth. “And 
about the possibilities of 
working together.” 

Seth admits that while he 
was excited about working 
with Rubin he was a skepti¬ 


cal. Bands get wooed all the 
time but nothing comes of 
it. But after their meeting 
the Avett Brothers knew it 
was going to work out. 

“When we met him he 
was just awesome. Very 
friendly and throughout the 
process he maintained that 
with a lot of integrity and 
taste,” Seth explains.

Crystal-studded boots 
that Michael Jackson in¬ 
tended to wear on his 
planned comeback tour 
fetched about $16,000 at 
a celebrity fundraiser 
chaired by his sister, 
Janet. 

The charity event, held 
on the sidelines of Milan 
Fashion Week, attracted 
such fashion luminaries as 
Donatella Versace and 
model Linda Evangelista, 
as well as rapper and pro¬ 
ducer Kanye West. 

Organizers say the event 
late Monday netted more 
than $1.2 million for the 
American Foundation for 
AIDS Research (amfAR), a 
non-profit organization 
that supports HIV/AIDS re¬ 
search. 

The event included a 
charity dinner in a central 
Milan palace and contin¬ 
ued into the early hours of 
Tuesday with French DJ 
Bob Sinclar serving his fa¬ 
mous mixes on an upstairs 
dance floor. 

“I’d just like to thank 
eveiyone here in the glob¬ 
al fashion community 
who’ve done so much to 
help amfAR and to sup-

Today with your 
help millions of people are 
living with HIV.” 

She remembered the 
5,000 who die of the dis¬ 
ease every day. 

Evangelista recalled the 
death of her first booking 
agent due to AIDS in the 
early days of the epidemic. 
“Those were desperate 
times for so many of us. I 
watched him die and 
helped bury him, not un¬ 
derstanding any of it,” 
Evangelista said. “The 
fashion industry was espe¬ 
cially hard hit by AIDS.”

The Twilight Zone has 
resonated with viewers 
around the world from 
generation to generation 
with memorable stories 
carrying universal mes¬ 


sages about society’s ills 
and the human condition. 

Like the time-space 
warps that anchored so 
many of the show’s plots, 
Rod Serling’s veiled com¬ 
mentary remains as soul¬ 
baring today as it did a 
half-century ago.

The Twilight Zone has 
been exulted in mediums 
such as pinball and video 
games. 

The original show led to 
a feature film by Steven 
Spielberg and John Landis 
in 1983. It is reportedly 
soon to appear again on 
the silver screen from 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s pro¬ 
duction company. 

It has also been the sub¬ 
ject of scores of books, 


websites, blogs, comic 
books and magazines. 

It has even inspired mu¬ 
sic from the Grateful Dead, 
Rush, Golden Earring and 
Michael Jackson.
